This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1,6-9, 12 and 16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Mosler Operating Manual: CF-420 Cash Management System, 72 

Pages, 1989 (Item C13 of PTO-1449 filed 15 January 2004). The cash management 

system disclosed by the Mosler manual incorporates a hopper that reads on the 

Applicant's cash receptacle (claims 1 and 16-19) as well as the ability of totaling both 

currency notes and coins (page B-4) that reads on the Applicant's bill total and coin total 

determination. Furthermore, said manual discloses a declared amount of currency 

(page B-4) that reads on the Applicant's declared amount, a display (page 3-7) that 

reads on the Applicant's display (claims 6-9) and a ticket (page B-6) that reads on the 

Applicant's receipt/printer (claims 12 and 20). Although said manual fails to disclose 

the step of removing a removal amount of currency, it does disclose an out of balance 

amount listed as an "over/short" amount of currency that deviates from the declared 

amount of currency listed as "amount claimed" (page B-4). Accordingly, it would have 
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been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to manually 
remove said "over/short" amount of currency from the currency processor disclosed in 
the Mosler manual. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 15, 22 and 23 are allowed. Claims 2-5, 10, 11, 13, 14 and 21 are 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
